“The Senate today expected 
to pass a thirty-six hour work- 
week bill, It applies to labor 
industrial products in interstate 
commerce, This measure can be 
a blessing to the nation by help- 
ing to absorb possibly one-half 
of the 13,000,000 persons now out 
of work. 

“If accomplished by no loss in 
wages the measure would be of 
vast benfit to all wage earners by 
giving them increased leisure and 
security. It would help the country 
generally by saving billions being 
spent in relief, by stimulating 
buying power and starting us back

“What of its benefits to em- 
ployers? 
“We believe it would aid em- 
ployers, as well as other classes, 
for the following reasons: 


“It would make the industrial 
short work-day and week virtually 
nationwide except for a few ex- 
empted industries. It would thus 
protect the majority of employers 
who are anxious to maintain de- 
cent wages, full payrolls and 
shorter hours, It would prevent the 
triumph of sweatshop employers 
and other wage cutters, many of 
whom are working men, women 
and children from twelve to seven- 
teen hours a day at starvation 
wages, 

“Employers paying the full 
wage for the thirty-six hour sched- 
ule would take some temporary 
loss, but relatively little compared 
with what labor and society are 
taking. Heretofore capital has won 
the lion’s share of machine in- 
dustry’s profits, Between 1923 and 


1929 the purchasing power of 
wages increased 41 per cent, while 


dividends increased 356 per cent. 
This concentration and maldistri- 
bution of wealth was a major cause 
of the depression, 

“The increased efficiency of labor 
under shorter hours would make 
up for most, if not all, of the em- 
ployer’s loss, Labor’s efficiency has 
always increased with shorter 
hours, Maximum efficiency has 
been found by experiments in cer- 
tain factories to be about thirty- 
five hours a week. What this in- 
creased productiveness of labor did 
not make up to the employer the 
increased volume and security of 
his market would. The employer 
would gain immeasurably in the 
long run in helping to remove 
form his market the vacuum of 
13,000,000 unemployed. 

“Industry had no answer ex- 
cept the share-work plan—and 
that has not worked, To help in- 
dustry the government needs to 
act. Whether the amended Black- 
Connery bill would do all this is 
claimed for it none knows. But 
its principle is right, and the con- 
ditions it seeks to ameliorate are 
intolerable. 

“This measure is flexible enough 
to soften the shock to certain in- 
dustries. It should be bulwarked 
by minimum wage and other

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LOOKS LIKE PRESIDENT MEANS BUSINESS 


It is refreshing to note the apparent sincerity and deter- 


mination on the part of President Roosevelt in the matter of 
handling and trying to grapple effectually with the tremendous 
problems confronting the American people at the present time. 


Where he really stands came to the surface during the 
closing week of Congress more forcibly than at any time 
previously. Like other politicians in high positions of power 
he had said things could and should be done, but there was 
no way of knowing how much he really meant it, till he was 
given authority to execute what he advocated. 


Up to the closing week of Congress the most important 
legislation pending before that body was still unpassed. Con- 
gress was on the point of adjournment one week earlier, but 
decided to remain in session another week and during that 
week more important legislation was passed than during the 
entire previous three months which were largely preliminary 
to what happened during that extra week. 


It was during this same week that the President disposed 
of the entire question of his attitude on war debts so con- 
clusively and clearly that any child could understand it. He 
made it plain that he would listen to what any nation might 
have to present on the matter of war debts but that he had no 
power to change or modify any portion of the present status 
of those debts. He explained that all he could do would be to 
transmit such proposals to Congress for their information as 
it alone had the power to alter the present debt arrangement, 
or leave it as it is. That was that. 


Then came the real test of the entire special session. It 
was the last minute legislation of Congress, which the Pres- 
ident had been asking for but which was not finally passed 
till just before Congress adjourned. This included the Glass- 
Steagall banking reform bill with provisions requiring banks 
to insure depositors against loss, the farm credit bill, railroad 
relief bill, bill reducing compensation of war veterans and 
other important bills. But most important of all was the bill 
providing for $3,300,000,000 public works program and 
industrial control. 


It was last Friday, the day that Congress adjourned, that 
the President got a chance to sign these bills. He signed all 
of them and in the case of the Industrial Control Bill, which 
contains a foundation for the establishment of the six-hour 
day, handling of disputes between employers and employes, 
and even general supervision of all industries, he did not stop 
with merely signing it but supplemented it with one of the 
most enlightening statements on the subject matter involved, 
which any President of the United States ever uttered. 


To the credit of the President be it said that he unques- 
tionably did more to secure the passage of the legislation 
enacted by Congress at this special session than anybody else. 
A large portion of it he recommended and the firm stand he 
took for most of it was largely instrumental in securing its 
passage. He also asked for power to execute the intent of the 
legislation and this Congress gave to him. As matters now 
stand, therefore, he has most of the legislation he asked for 
and also the power to enforce it. 

On the top of this and what looks the most promising of 
all is the whole-hearted determination with which the Pres- 
ident is now proceeding to carry out what has been authorized 
by law. He is going at it as if he meant business. He has 
selected men to assums charge of carrying out the various 
new laws and is asking them to proceed at once. This is 
action and the way he is going at it indicates he intends to do 
his utmost to go through with his program and the entire 
American people are awaiting the results with intense interest.

Ohio Legislature Enacts : 
Convict Printing Law 


Springfield, Ohio—The Ohio sen- 
ate passed the Cassidy-Wolfe bill 
to regulate printing in the Ohio pen- 
itentiary. The bill had _ previously 
been passed by the house. The 
measure limits printing in the pen- 
itentiary to the needs of the institu- 
tion and the state department of 
welfare. While the bill hoes not en- 
tirely eliminate convict printing it 
does drastically restrict it. 

The bill was introduced in the 
house by representative Joseph Cas- 
sidy, a member of Cleveland Typo- 
graphical Union. Senator Philip 
Wolfe, an employing printer, spon- 
sored the bill in the senate, 

The work for the enactment of 
ihe measure was inaugurated in July, 
1931, by the Ohio Typographical 
conference, which under the preg- 
idency of C. F. Sherrard, set up the 
following campaign committee to 
pilot the bill through the legislature: 
Director, John W. Ogg, Springfield; 
Donald Courtney and B. F. Gordon 
of Columbus, and B. M. Kroger, of 
Cincinnati Typographical Union, Miss 
Margaret Turner of Springfield acted 
as secretary to the committee. 

During the two-year campaign the 
Ohio Typographical conference had 
the support of approximately 30,000 
allied printing trades workers and 
employers, including the Ohio divis | 
ion of the United Typothetae. 


Home Mortgage Bill 
Signed By Roosevelt 


$2,000,000,000 Provided for Loans; 
President Asks Stay on Fore- 
closures. 


Washington, D. C. President 
Roosevelt signed the home owners’ 
loan bill and at the same time issued 
a statement urging mortgage owners 
to withhold contemplated foreclos- 
ures until home owners might take 
advantage of the lending facilities 
provided by the law. 


The act sets up a government 
corporation whose capital stock of 
$200,000,000 is subscribed by the 
United States treasury and authr- 
izes the issuance of $2,000,000,000. 

The law permits owners of mort- 
gages on homes valued at $20,000 or 
less to exchange them for govern- 
ment bonds bearing 5 per cent in- 
terest. A loan of 80 per cent of 
the value of the homes, with $14,000 
as the maximum, is provided. Loans 
will be advanced not only to meet 
mortgage obligations, but taxes. 
The borrower will pay interest at 5 
per cent, and the government will 
issue bonds at 4 per cent to liquidate 
mortgages. 

The federal home loan bank board 
will administer the law through its 


headquarters in Washington and 
suitable branches in the various 
states,
